No. 11—SOUPS 


Canadian housewives do not, as a 
general rule, use the soup pot as 
freely as they might, It is invalu- 
able in the utilization of left-over 
scraps and it proves itslef an ever 
present help in time of need. 

A good cook will make excellent 


bad cook will make poor soup from 
the best material. Although  per- 
haps the simplest things to prepare, 
soup is quite a test of a woman's cul- 
inary skill. A common mistake is to 
forget that it needs long and gentle 
cooking. Soup should be allowed to 
slimes rather than to boil vigorous- 


“meat stretcher” soup is unexcelled. 
It is wholesome and nourishing. The 
|bones of all meat and most vege- 
tables go towards making a good 
stock Bones of cooked meat 
and meat scraps of poultry and 


into the stock pot. That is the ad- 
vantage of soup. Material may be 
used in it that would otherwise go 
to waste, It should be remembered, 
however, that nothing of a starchy 
or mealy nature should ever go into 
the stock pot, as they are liable to 
turn sour, They may be used in 
soup but not for stock making, 

In flavoring soups, if fresh herbs 
or celery are not obtainable, use 
dried herbs or celery seed tied in a 
piece of muslin. This should be re- 
moved before serving. 

Excellent stock may be made from 
the peelings and trimmings of vege- 
tables. Put them in a saucepan with 
cold water. bring to boil and sim- 
mer for about two hours. Strain 
the vegetable mixture through mus- 
lin and you will have a clear, golden 
brown stock ready to make into a

Winter Rye, 
Experimental Farme Note. 

For the past fifteen years or 
more, winter rye has been grown at 
the Indian Head Experimental Farm 
with success. Until recent years, 
however, winter rye has received 
comparatively little recognition as 
a suitable grain and pasture crop, 
Winter rye has the ability to pro- 
duce good crops on light, sandy 
soils, too poor for the production of 
other cereal crops, However, it 
responds readily to good cultivation 
and fertile soils. The records of 
the Indian Head Experimental Farm 
for the past eleyen seasons show an 
average yield of 39 bushels and 37 
pounds per acre. Under average 
condilions the yield will ran between 
a5 and 40 bushels per acre. 

To obtain best success with 
winter rye it should be sown on 
summerfallow ploughed six inches 
deep early in June, harrowed and 
cultivated frequently in order to 
conserve moisture and keep down 
weed growth’ Seed towards the 
end of August (preferably August 
2oth to September ist) at the rate 
of 1% bushels per acre. 

The varieties most suithble for 
Saskatchewan condltions are Dako- 
$a 9§9 and Saskatchewan. These 
varieties are perfectly hardy and 
may be obtained from any of the 
Western seed houses or from 
farmers already growing this grain 
crop, 

Winter rye is adaptable to prairie 
conditions and may be used for 
different purposes, namely, tall and 
early spring pasture, cut for hay or 
allowed to mature as a grain crop. 

Summerfallow land sown to win- 
ter rye is not subject to soil dritting 

The introduction of winter rye in 
Western agriculture will materially 
benefit the farmer and assist in 
solving many of the problems in 
cultivation and eradication of weeds 
especially wild oats.
